For preventing Dilapidations, Schoolmaſters 
ſhall not be paid the half Year's Salary due the 
1ſt of May, without a Certificate of Houſes and 
Schools being in good and ſufficient Repair, to be 
ſigned by the Mayor and Warden of Galway, the 
Miniſter of Tipperary and next Juſtice of Peace, 
the Mayor and Vicar of Drogheda, and the Mi- 
niſter of Ennis and next Juſtice of Peace, and ſuch 
Workmen as they ſhall reſpectively appoint, and 
that the Uſher of Drogheda ſhall do the ſame. 


Ordered, that the Names and Number of Boys, 
be returned and certified as the Repairs are cer- 


tified, or the Salaries nat to be paid. 


Ordered, that no Maſter or U ſhall be paid 


, unleſs a Certificate from the Chief Magiſtrate, and 


Miniſter ſhall be returned of the Ręſidence and At- 
tendance of them reſpectively.

The Orders of the 1 5th of January 17 20, which 
ſubject the ſeveral School Maſters to the Repairs 
of their reſpective Houſes and School-houſes are re- 
vived, and to be enforced; that ſaid Maſters be 
required to make all Repairs, not as formerly, in 
a ſlight and ſuperficial, but in the moſt ſubſtantial 
and effectual Manner, and annually to return Cer- 
tificates according to the ſaid former Orders and 
Affidavits of Workmen appointed by the Perſons 
certifying, or by the Treaſurer to view and report 
the true State of the Buildings and every Part of 
them.

' Laſtly, that to guard againſt Accidents of Death, 
or concealed Neglect, the Treaſurer do always re- 
tain one half Year's full Salary, i. e. £50 to be by 
him applied in the whole or in part to make good 
whatever ſhall be found wanting when any ſuch 
Accidents happen, to put the Buildings into the 
good State in which it was the Duty of the ſaid 
Maſter's to have preſerved them. 


That Copies of theſe Orders, together with Co- 
pies of the former ones to which they refer, be 
fent to each of the School Maſters, and that they 
be informed, that the Governors will peremptorily 
inſiſt on the exact Obſervance of them, and that 
the certain Conſequence of any the leaſt Neglect of 
them will be immediate Dilmiiton, 


Ordered, that the like Copies be delivered to 
every School Maſter who ſhall hereafter be choſen 
at the Time that he receives his Inſtrument of Ad- 
miſſion to the Intent that no one may pretend Ig- 
norance in Excuſe of his Neglect of them. 


The Board having granted an Augmentation of 
Income to the Maſters of the ſeveral Schools in 
Conſideration of keeping their Houſes and Schools 
in repair. | | 


Ordered, that the Maſters for the future hall 
give Receipts for Salary and Repairs. 


Ordered, that on all further Vacancies in the
